EDMONTON COUNCIL PLAYED SAFE 


Its thrill to earn, Without complaint. 


A few weeks ago the city council of 
Edmonton was being told that an increase 
in this year’s mill rate would be a body 
blow to the prosperity and growth of the 
city; among other reasons, because the 
tax rate in Calgary was not being in- 
creased. 

It is interesting to read, therefore, a 

declaration of Mayor Davidson that it will 
be three years at best before Calgary's 
sinking fund can be built up to an amount 
sufficient to pay interest on the outstand- 
ing debentures. Commissioner Graves the 
same day stated that “city revenues are 
‘alling and the percentage of taxes paid 
in comparison with last year is away 
own. For the first time in years Cal- ; 
zary faces the possibility of a deficit at 
he end of 1930.” 

There is no satisfaction in quoting, or 
in reading, these statements that all is not 
well with the finances of the southern city. 
They are cited here solely for the proof 
they supply that Edmonton's council made 
no mistake when it was decided to play 
safe and raise the rate, rather than try 
to raid the sinking fund earnin and 
trust to luck that tax arrears would come 
in this year faster than last. Mayor Da- 
vidson stated that any large land sale in | 
Calgary this year could hardly be hoped 
for. The same is true in Edmonton.

A faithful reader says. “If y.a haye

Do you maintain 
that children should be served before 
adults at the table? My sis‘er’s two 
children, seven and five. are allowed 
to sit at the table when there is com- 
pany. It Seems to me that they get 
very ‘saucy’. ask for things 
whieh they think they want but do 
not eat. Naturally they attract atten- 
tion and this is anything but good for 
them. Usually they have to be sent 
away from the table 

“At what age is it satisfactory to 
aliow them to eat with company? I 
should love to know how to manage 
this ‘eating’ problem.” 

Fellow Ordinary Reutine
